- Religion and Literature. 


Much has been said of the intimate depend- 
ence of literature on true religion, but few are 
aware of the extent of that dependence. The 
following facts trom D’Aubigne’s History of 
the Reformation, seem almost incredible, yet 
no one will dispute their avcuracy. “ The im- 
pulse which the Reformation gave to popular 
literature, in Germany, was prodigious. Whilst 
the year 1513 saw only thirty-five publica- 
tions, and 1517 but thirty-seven, the number 
of books increased with astonishing rapidity af- 
ter the appearance of Luther’s thesis. We 
find in 1518, seventy-one various publications 
recorded ; in 1520, two hundred and eight ; in 
1521, two hundred and eleven ; in 1522, three 
hundred and forty-seven; and in 1523, four 
hundred and ninety-eight. And where were 
all these books published? Almost invariable 
at Wittenberg. And who was the author of 
them? For the most part, Luther. The 
year 1522, saw one hundred and thirty publi- 
cations trom the pen of the reformer alone ; 


ty-three; whilst in this latter year, the total 
‘number of Roman Catholic publications a- 
‘mounted to but twenty. Thus, the literature 
of Germany was formed in the din of contro- 
versy, as its religion arose in the midst of con- 
flicts. Already it gave evidence of that learn- 
ed, profound, bold, and stirring spirit that lat- 
ter times have seenin it. The genius of the 
nation now, for the first time, displayed itself 
without mixture, and in the very hour of its 
birth it received a baptism of fire from Christ- 
ian enthusiasm.”—Ch. Watch.

nor generous to myself, to my family, to the. 


public, or the publisher, that heS$hould be left 
to bear the pecuniary burden alone.

PLACERVILLE INDIAN WAR. 
[CONTINUED.] 

Once upon the South bank of the river, the com- 
pany of four, now animated with hope of escaping, 
and incited by fear of being yet surrounded by the 
Indians and cut off, pressed up the mountains and 
down along the range, till early in the morning, 
completely exhausted, they arrived at Johnson’s 
Ranch, and rejoiced in being beyond the reach of 
the enemy. Now a new feeling took possession of 
the little company. They told their story, and 
burned for revenge. ‘The miners, all who could be 
reached, were called upon to unite, to go out and 
bring in the body of the unfortunate Wade, and 
chastise his murderers. Near ten o’clock in the 
morning, Esterbrook came wandering in, and con- 
firmed the narration of the others. The day was 
spent in preparation for the expedition upon the 
morrow, when eighteen miners hud enlisted to go 
out to the place of attack, and see what could be 
done.

By stren- 
uous efforts, the Captain finally secured a slight halt, 
and arranged fourteen in marching order, at proper 
distance from each other, for four had dropped their 
arms to be free from incumbrances, and had run for 
dear life for Johnson’s. A short time after this or- 
derly arrangement, a volley of guns from an unseen 
foe was opened upon them, and one George Treat 
fell, shot through the hips, while the others bound- 
ed for coneealment, and prepared to return the 
charge upon the enemy. Treat struggled to rise, 
and cried alond not to be left to die there, and in 
his efforts to get up was the principal object for the 
Indians’ fire, yet was not again hit. At length a 
little exposure of ore of the Indians afforded Capt. 
Davidson a fair shot, and the enemy fell dead. At 
once the firing ceased, and the Indians adroitly seiz- 
ed their dead and bore him off, all escaping without 
exposing themselves to another shot from the Amer- 
icans. A litter was made, and Treat was conveyed 
to the Ranch, anda physician called. His case was 
pronounced hopeless—that he mustdie. Treat pos- 
itively denied it with oaths, and demanded that the 
Doctor should proceed with his case. “ What!” 
said he, “ do you think, when I have chased the In- 
dians upon the wild plains, encountered the Caman- 
ches, and fought my way through all the wars of 
Mexico, without being hurt, that now I am to die 
from the shot of a cowardly Digger? There is no 
such thing. ‘ Doctor, cut out the ball.” To pacify 
him the physician prepared to do so, but the patient 
utterly refused to be bound, and ordered him to pro- 
ceed. This was done by a lengthy process of cut- 
ting and probing, to find the ball, but it could not 
be found. “ Well,” said he, “I thought every one 
ought to kuow his own business, and hence I let you 
cut away. But the ball, I tell you, aint there. 
Here; give me your hand. There;” jerking it 
down upon the place, “there, cut away and you'll 
find it.” The physician did so, and the ball was ex- 
tracted. During the whole Treat showed not the 
the least sense of pain by the movement of a muscle 
or the least drawing of the countenance. After this 
the patient slowly got better, till well. 

The next day runners wers sent out in different 
directions, and one to Placerville, to muster all the 
miners possible into the work of revenge upon the 
poor Indians. The messengers returned without 
help, and reported that nothing could be done. 
Capt. Davidson then took horses, and riding rapidly 
to Placerville, found a large convention gathered 
for some political purpose, with Lieut. Governor 
McDougall present. To this official he at once ap- 
plied, saying he wanted help. The Indians had at-. 
tacked them, killed and burned one of their compa- 
ny, driven the rest out and stolen all their property. 
That others, returning for the remains of their mur- 
dered companion, had been fired upon and another 
of their number mortally wounded, and they want- 
ed help. At this, Lieut. Gov. McDougall turned to 
Col. Rodgers, high Sheriff of El Dorado county, 
and said, I authorize you, in the name of the State 
of California, to raise two hundred volunteers, and 
more if necessary, to go out with this gentleman, 
and chastise those Indians for this outrage, and see 
justice done. Then was there the quick arming of 
men, the marshalling of forces, and all the glory 
and pomp of war within and about the old town 
of Placerville. Four days passed in making pre- 
parations, and the army, to the music of fife and 
drum, set out for the field of battle. By the second 
day they had advanced as far as Johnson’s Ranch. 
The principal military stores laid in for the cam- 
paign were liquors, which were used profusely, and 
a day of rest and riot followed their arrival at head- 
quarters. What was the need of haste? they were 
called out ona military expedition against the 
Diggers, at the government expense, the lowest 
subaltern receiving four dollars a day, and all ex- 
penses found. Here news of a political character 
reached the camp, and the glorious leader felt too 
deep an interest in the matter to be absent fighting 
Indians ; hence the whole force was put under the 
control of the next officer, with directions to await 
the leader’s return, and Col. Rodgers posted back 
in haste to take part in the political move. The 
mighty army, in the meanwhile, devoted all its en- 
ergies to military evolutions according to the tac- 
tics of old King Alcohol, practising alternately as 
ammunition was supplied them at Johnson's Ranch 
and Pleasant Valley, seven miles south. Finally, 
a part of the forces was in reality sent out to recon- 
noitre, and if best, to make a descent upon the camp 
of the enemy. A conflict ensued; some were 
wounded, and the rest, driven from the field of bat- 
tle, fled back to headquarters, to take new lessons in 
war under the admirable instructions of old alcohol. 
A few Delaware Indians, from East of the moun- 
tains, were found enlisted in the American army, 
and these were sent out as spies to observe the ene- 
my, by whom, while the whites were resting or ca- 
rousing, some of the Diggers were occasionally shot. 
At length another day was set for a grand expedi- 
tion, and another part of the general forces was or- 
dered against the fort of the enemy. The battle 
commenced, and after a fierce contest, two old horses, 
which had been tied near the fort as a decoy to bring 
the whites within arrow-shot, were actually taken, 
and brought off to headquarters at Johnson’s Ranch. 
This was glory enough for another week of triumph- 
al ceremonies under King Alcohol, though not a 


taken. Yet the Delaware spies were seriously af- 
fecting the enemy, keeping them housed and closely 
within their fort, so that at length the two hundred 
Indian Diggers determined upon coming to terms 
with their white opponents, and, after a time of 
parleying, and the settlement of preliminaries, a 
regular treaty was agreed upon, and the great army 
of redoubtable Americans returned to their cabin 
homes, havidg filled the country with the glory of 
their arms, and proved, by the loss of not a single 
man, their readiness to die for their country’s good. 

Now came the day of settlement for expenses, 
and the young State of California had to foot a bill 
of charges to the sum of nearly two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. So ended the great, famed, 
glorious Placerville Indian War; such its cause, 


the general government, for the general good, in 
view of the vast benefits accruing to the nation, as- 
sumed the payment of the expenses, and Congress 
voted the money to the patriot soldiers and warriors 
of California, and yea, also now bounty lands of 
160 acres are offered in addition to all who took 
part in the campaign. V.

Hints to Farwers.—OCol. T. J. Henley, in a 
communication to the Farmer, makes the following 


remarks: » 

“Tn traveling through the country in the months 
of May and June, you Ate yews see fields of wheat, 
oats and barley upon lan 
in the State, and yet not worth harvesting. It has 
been the wonder of all not acquainted with the sub- 
ject, why this is so, in a country, the productiveness 
of which is so much the boast of its citizens. This 
failure of crop can be easily traced to its true cause. 
The soil is good ; a sufficient amount of labor and 
seed has been expended upon it, but there is no 
crop. Now what is the cause and the remedy? It 
is plain and simple. The labor has been performed 
at the wrong season of the year. The rains have 

revented the plowing of the land until the season 
is too far advanced—the seed has been sown in 
February or March instead of November and De- 
cember, and the dry season, which, like the tide, 
waits for no man, is soon at hand—the crop is cut 
short, and the farmer wonders why it is he cannot 
raise such crops as we “read about.” He has been 
industrious, and has lost no time—has plowed all 
the time the weather would admit of it, and often- 
times exposed himself to wet and cold, and still his 
crops have failed. But what is the remedy? It is 
simply this. Plow your land in the spring, which 
you intend for cultivation the coming year. It is 
the proper season now to commence this process of 
farming. Plow all your land this spring that you 
intend to plant next fall.” 


AvaLanone.—A terrible avalanche occurred in 
Plumas county, on Feb. 17th. The Marysville Ez- 
press thus describes the catastrophe: __ 


We have just met with Mr. John Duncan, a gen- 
tleman recently come down from the mountains, 
who informs us that there was a terrific avalanche 
in Plumas county, on the morning of the 17th inst. 
A company was prospecting on a steep ravine, sit- 
uated between Poor Man’s Creek and Hopkins’ 
Creek, having run a tunnel part way into the moun- 
tain, which was highand precipitous. Mr. Gentry, 
one with his family, consisting of 
a wife and two children, lived ina cabin on one 
side of the ravine, while a man named Wilson, also 
one of the Company, lived in another cabin on the 
other. At the time of the catastrophe, there were 
only three or four men, including Wilson, in his 
cabin, while the whole of the Gentry family were at 
home. In the profound slumbers of the night there 
came a roar as of a thousand thunders, and the 
dread avalanche descended. Both cabins were 
swept down into ruin, and covered with a solid mass 
of snow and ice, while the main body of the “ slide” 
rolled tearing up every thing that 
opposed it. Mr. Gentry, wife, and youngest child 
were uninjured. The older boy, four years of age, 
was crushed to death. Mr. Wilson and his three 
or four companions, in the other cabin, were severe- 
ly injured. Wilson crawled out from the ruins, 
momen badly hurt, and started to go to Hopkins’ 
Creek, a mile distant, for assistance. On the way 
he fell down exhausted. Mr. Gentry having dug 
out his wife and living child, (infant at the breast,) 
wrapped them up in blankets, and also hurried to 
Hopkins’ Creek for assistance. On the way he 
found Mr. Wilson lying on the ground in a pitiful 
condition. He hastened on, obtained an ample 
number of men, and returned. On their way back, 
they found poor Wilson, dead. Arriving at the 
scene of ruin, they dug out, after hours of labor, the 
dead boy, and the survivors in Wilson’s cabin. 
The latter were almost delirious with cold and the 
compression to which they were subjected. All the 
surviving parties are now at Hopkins’ Creek, and 
doing well.

Can 
they suppose them to maintain a reputation un- 
blemished? Or dothey look on with a sort of com- 
placency, as though their sons were acquiring an 
accomplishment? If such are their views, what 
can be expected of those sons?) What can we sa 
when we see them desert the sanctuary ? 
But this is not the worst of the case; there are 
many young men in this city who have no friends, 
or home to go to, and are left almost without soei- 
ety, having no one to take them by the hand and 
say “ go with us and we will do thee good.”

LOST EPISTLE TO THE LAODICEANS. 
San Fraycrsco, 12th Feb’y, 1858. 
Epiror Paciric :—I do not know whether the 
following is of any value, but perhaps, as a litera 
curiosity at least, it may interest some of your read- 
ers. I copy it from my journal just as it stands 
there, adding a translation. I may further premise 
two remarks: first, that it was the intention of 
Pastor Siegel, (minister of the Lutheran church in 
Buenos Ayres,) on returning to Europe, which he 
ex to do in 1852 or ’3, to submit the manu- 
script for the examination of those skilled in these 
matters, but as we have not much intercourse with 
Germany, I have never heard more of it; second, 
that the reference in Colossians iv. 16, speaks of 
“the epistle from Laodicea,” whence some com- 
mentators have inferred that it was not an epistle 
from Pau] to the Laodiceans which the Colossians 
were instructed to read, but one from the church at 
Laodicea to a person or persons unknown. It is 
evident, however, thatan epistle of Paul to the 
Laodiceans, sent by them to the Colossians for pe- 
rusal, would be to the latter “ the epistle from Lao- 
dicea,” and might be so referred to, both naturally 
and intelligibly by the author, in giving instructions 
concerning it.

EXTRACT FROM JOURNAL. __ 
Buenos Ayres, lst March, 1850. 
To-night I saw at Pastor Siegel’s a manuscript 
translation of the New Testament into Latin, which 
he found among the old papers of Mr. Mohr, the 
Prussian Consul. It was written on parchment, in 
leaves, a few awanting and he has had it bound. 
On the beginning was a fly leaf, also of parchment, 
apparently stuck to the first leaf, and bearing, 
among other things, part of the Latin hymn, “ 
Maria, maris stella,” &c., in the same letter, but 
much blacker ink than the body of the manuscript. 
At the end is a Calender, and a note at the foot of 
the table of Dominical letters reads as follows: 
“ Anno ab incarnatione MOCXXVII fuit pasca in 
ultima litera istius tabula.” “In the year of the 
incarnation 1227, Easter fell on the last letter of 
this table.” Hach book énds witha note, “ Explicit 
evang. Mat.” “ Here ends the gospel of ’”’ or the 
epistle to, &c.; and at the end of Revelations the 
note reads “ Explicit liber — 
DCCO — i.e. octingent.” “Here ends the book 
of Revelation, — —— DOCOCC — that is, 800.” 
Next before the epistle to the Hebrews stands one 
purporting to the long lost epistle to the Laodiveans, 
mentioned in that to the Colossians. The following

_ A late number of the Congregationalist, by way 
of suggestion as to the proper way of showing hos- 
pitality to guests, in providing comfortable sleeping 
apartments these cold winter nights in New En- 
gland, gi¥es what it calls a chapter of “ Arctic 
experiences.” We confess the reading of them 
makes us feel a little chilly, even here,—just enough 
to remind us anew to be thankful ever, tor our mild 
and even climate. There is no discomfort in retir- 
ing at night, or rising in the morning, during any 
season here. .But this is the picture—familiar 
enough to the recollection of some of us : ; 

“ You signify a wish to retire, and with shawl on 
your arm—the faithful companion of your travels— 
you go forth, quite unlike the Apostle, when he 
went to Jerusalem, not knowing the things that 
should befal him there. The steam from the kitch- 
en, admitted through the occasionally opened door, 
-covers heavily the window panes, and glistens on 
the walls of the room, and leaves a moist impress 
upon the linen of your bed. ‘There is no time to be 
lost. You spread your shawl and all the spare 
blankets you can find, upon the bed; tuck up the 
sides and foot, and, speedily disrobing yourself, rush 
madly into your resting-place. After a severe en- 
counter with the surrounding frost, your bodily 
warmth partially returns. You think of sailors, 
shipwrecked on inhospitable shores, of Kane and 
his followers amid the horrors of their arctic night, 
and are thankful for your happier lot. It is not 
well, just then, to meditate upon pilgrims on the 
scorching sands, or upon martyrs at the stake. 
Such themes will cause the mouth to water, rather 
than the eyes. Overcome with fatigue, you fall 
asleep, and wake in an hour to find that the circu- 
lation has apparently ceased below your knees. You 
commence rubbing your feet vigorously together, 
but the bodily exercise profiteth nothing. Then 

ou rise, find your stockings and drawers, return, 
old them against your breast until the chill is partly 
off, then draw them over your feet. It is of no uée. 
Then winter holds your prostrate body in his grasp, 
and, curling yourself up like a scared spider, you 
wait for the day.

PROGRESS OF TRUTH, A TRIB 
THE PILGRIM FATHERS 


At the anniversary of the Landing of the Pil- 

ims, celebrated at New York, the 22d, the follow- 
ing letter from Gov. Walker, late of Kansas, was 
read, in reply to an invitation to be present. Com- 
ing from the source which it does, this is one of 
the most remarkable productions of the day ; doing 
full justice alike to the real founders of this great 
republic, and to their decendants, who dare to assert 
the great principles of liberty which were taught by 
their immortal sires. 

Wasuineton City, Dec. 19, 1857. 

Circumstances beyond my control compel me to 
be absent from the anuiversary dinner of the New 
England Society, to which you have so kindly in- 
vited me. This is a time when we are all summoned 
to recur to first principles, so gloriously associated 
with the early as well as the Revolutionary history 
of New England. It may be truly said that the 
Mayflower, which bore the Pilgrims to the shores 
of N ew England, was freighted with the liberties 
of the world. On board that immortal vessel was 
framed the social compact basing all human gov- 
ernment on the consent of the governed, and carry- 
ing it into execution by the choice of their rulers by 
their own vote. As your fathers landed on your 
rock bound shores, there dawned the first faint glim- 
mering of the great principle of self-government, 
which rose upon enfranchised humanity, in all its 
meridian splendor, on the 4th of July, 1776. That 
great principle of self-government is about being 
subjected to a fearful test, in an unhappy western 
ae pis. If this principle can be subverted there, 
and such an‘act ratified by Congress, the Pilgrim 
Fathers will have landed in vain on the shores of 
New England ; in vain shall its great truths have 
been promulgated in the Declaration of American 
Independence, and the blood of the Revolution will 
have been wasted on a soil where military and des- 
potic power would resume their sway, as under our 
suicide the freedom of our country and the world 
forever sank, with its “ bubbling cry,” into that 
great deep where it should remain until “the sea 
gives up its dead,” and man shall answer for his 
crimes at the dread judgment-seat of his Creator. 
As a Pennsylvanian, [ have no claim by birth or 
ancestry to New England, and presume that for 
this invitation to your anniversary dinner I am in- 
debted to my wife, who is a descendant of the illus- 
trious Boston printer boy, Benjamin Franklin, in 
whose principles and virtues I have endeavored to 
rear my children. In closing this letter, permit me

THE KANSAS QUESTION. 

First in order as in interest, comes the Kansas 
question, the difficulties of which seem to have cul- 
minated,at last in a most extraordinary message to 
Con from President Buchanan. ‘This message 
accompanied ,.the the Kansas Lecompton 
Constitution, which the President received on Mon- 
day, and immediately sent to both Houses, the mes- 
sage having been previousiy prepared. 

The President states that a large portion of the 
people of Kansas have been in a state of actual re- 
bellion ever since his inauguration, and that the To- 
peka government is in direct opposition to the one 
presented and recognized by Congress. So far as 
regards slavery in Kansas, the President asserts 
that it exists in that territory by virtue of the Con- 
stitution of the United Sta es, and that Kansas is 
as much a slave State as Georgia or South Caro- 
lina. Mr. Buchanan advocates the speedy admission 
of Kansas as a Stateas the only means of restoring 
tranquility to that distracted Territory. An ani- 
mating and exciting debate ensued in the Senate 
upon the motion to print the Message, which con- 
tinuedeuntil the hour of adjournment. 

The debates in Congress on the reception of the 
President’s message, indicating that the contest be- 
tween ‘those in favor of the admission of Kansas 
under the Lecompton Constitution, and those op- 
posed to it, would be sie close. Our Senators and 
Representatives are divided on the subject, Messrs. 
Gwin and Scott being in favor, and Broderick and 
McKibbin being opposed to the admission under 
that Constitution. An the election held in Kansas 
on the 4th of January, both parties claim to have 
been successful. 

A letter from Washington states that Governor 
Denver has got sick of his position in Kansas, and 
has written to the Administration, indicating his 

urpose to resign, and asking to be reinstated in his 
office of Indian Agent. 
UTAH. 
The latest news from the army sent to Utah last 


and are in comfortable quarters, with plenty of pro- 
visions and forage. Letters say that the Mormons 
are as fierce as ever for war, and are still inciting 
the Indians to the committal of outrages upon a! 
‘“‘ Americans” who may fallin their way. Dr Hurt, 
the Indian Agent, is in possession of positive proof 
of the complicity of the Mormons with the Indians 
in the massacre of the one hundred California emi- 
grants near Cedar City. The outrage was commit- 
ted by a party of Pi-edes, under the lead of a Mor- 
mon named J. D. Lee, together with the Bishop of 
Cedar City. Dr. Hurt was told by one of the In- 
dians that the number of killed was one hundred ; 
that their throats were all cut ; that some fifteen or 
twenty small children were saved, and taken by the 
Bishop, who also took all the stock (1,000 head) 
belonging to the emigrants, and a large amount of 
money. 

The delegate from Utah had several conferences 
with the President, in which it is stated he pro 
ed on the part of the Mormons to sell to the Uni- 
ted States all their improvements at Salt Lake, and 
to emigrate beyond the boundaries of the Union. 
This proposition was not assented to, the apr 
of our government remain as before, to enforce the 
execution of the laws of the country at all hazards. 
[t was reported at Washington that had not the

The condition of the Treasury 
will cause many appropriations for California to be 
reduced, however, in the House, and new ones will 
be very difficult to obtain at present. 

MAIL BOUTE.

Mining News.—Of Smith’s Flat, in E) Dorado county 
the Mountain Democrat says: ‘Some of the best Paying 
claims in the mines of California, are located at Smith’s 
Flat, some three miles above this city. We do not know 
who was the lucky man that first struck “ big Leer on the 
Flat, but we remember that in the winter of 62 some very 
rick surface diggi were found there, and many of our 
citizens hastened to take up claims, anxious to become 


honest miners when the oro could be picked up on the sur-|, 2 


face. These surface claims did not all pay largely, and 
consequently many of the standing collar miners deserted 
the diggings they had so eagerly staked off and trenched 
around, making room for a hardier and more laborious 
population. The second set of miners, after working the 
surface diggings, concluded they would try the hills that 
beautifully surround the Fiat, thinking the gold they had 
already found had originally been placed on deposit with- 
in their slate bound circumference, and had found its way 
thence to the Flat. grey on this — many tun- 
nels were driven into the hills, and although all have not 
roved productive, several have richly rewarded their in- 
Restripes and pewevering proprietors for the labor spent 
upon them. Several of these tunnels, the Fremont Hook 
and Ladder, Native American, Henry Clay, ete., are, as we 
said above, among the best paying claims in the State, and . 
recent discoveries have been made which go far to prove 
that the ‘ richest spot’ in the hill has not yet been found.” 
Three miners at Grizzly Flat, inthe same county, recently 
took out fiye pounds in one week. Another recently 
ielded to the duy’s labor of two men and a boy $750. At 
linton, Amador county, one company recently realized 
for three week’s labor, $2,041—about er diem to the 
man. The claim of another association (in which an $88 
nugget was recently found,)is paying an ounce a day to 
the hand. At Lancha Plana, the rise in the Mokelumne 
has carried off the accumulation of tailings, and enabled 
several companies to work in their claims. In Calaveras 
county, the miners jare reported to be doing well. One 
* chispa”’ weighing 40 ounces was recently taken out. 
There are other accounts of “big strikes,” but it is also 
stated that many miners complain of hard times and poor 
returns for labor, time, money and trouble.” At San An- 
tonio, in the same county, there is considerable excitement 
about quartz. Of the diggings on the North Fork of the 
Salmon river, the Shasta ublican says: The miners as a 
genera! thing, are doing exceedingly well this winter, and 
e prospect is that they will do much better as soon as the 
weather becomes settled. Until within the last year, min- 
ing has been carried on much after the manner of °49 and 
50. But lately, derricks have been introduced upon the 
river, and the consequence is, that many claims that here- 
tofore would not pay, now that they are being worked 
with derricks, yield a good profit to the miner. Many of 
the bars in this viciuity, although they prospect well, have 
never been worked, on account of the scarcity of water. 
This obstacle will, however, soon be Overcome, as the Lib- 
erty Fluming have their flume nearly completed, 
which will convey water over some of the best portions of 
this mining region. A number of claims are ge bein 
worked along the line of this flume, and they are all, wit 
few exceptions, paying well. From the fact that water is 
furnished to the miners for the small sum of nine dollars 
per week, and there being so much good mining ground 
unoccupied, would seem to warrant the impression that a 
rush will be made here the ensuing snmmer. There is a 
good opening for prospectors, and good diggings to be 
struck. All it wants is the bone and sinew to it through 
and make it pay. One the South Fork of the same river 
says the Humboldt Times, some companies are takin out 
to the hand, and in one instance two men washed out 
$53 in a day,

This 
plan is to devote the few first pages of the book to what 
are called ideas,’ which is a condensation of 
the tacts of the subject on which the book treats, arranged 
fact by fact in the order they are afterwards enl upon 
By this means you gain a thorough insight into the actual 
facts of the science, with less than one hour’s careful read- 
ing, and are able to follow the author through any specu- 
lative vorny tgs 4 in which he may indulge, and in every 
way it adds to the reader’s appreciation o the book.—Sci.

The Glucose of the Sorghum changing to Cane 
Sugar.—Dr Augustus A. Hayes, of Boston, assayer to 
the State of Massachusetts, who has made occasional con- 
tributions to our columns, has come prominently before 
the public sow the here year, because of his opinion 
that the sugar of the Chinese cane would be in no case 
granulate and yield pure cane sugar. An abstract of his 
paper read before the Scientific Convention at Montreal 
was published in No, 52 of Vol. XII. of the Scientific Amer- 
ican. His investigations, in conjunction with Dr. Bacon 
of the same city, were compiled and published in an arti- 
cle which he furnished for Mr. Olcott’s ‘‘ Sorgho and In- 
phee.” Su uently, however, he has made further ex- 
amination of his samples of syrups, and to his great sur- 
— found that large masses of actual sugar cane crystals 

ad formed in them. The samples of glucose which Dr. 
Hayes had in his possession, turned into crystalline sugar, 
by simply standing a certain length of time. Efforts have 
been heretofore made by chemists, but without success, to 
obtain crystal sugar from glucose, hence it was concluded 
that such a conversion of it was impossible. The chemical 
change referred to, Dr. Hayes announces to be ps srg. 
entirely new, and that it largely enhance the value o

Having no pecuniary interest in the ad- 
vance or decline of prices, with a judgment unbiassed by 
either sanguine anticipations of profit, or distraught by 
fear of loss, if fitted by education, experience. and associa- 
tion for the task, and above all influenced by a faithful de- 
sire to be the medium of reliable information, he occupies 
a position that should attach more than ordinary consid- 
eration to his expression of opinion. Should he be so venal 
as to prostitute his powers to the service of any particular 
class, or 80 weak as to become their tool, stating what he 
may believe to be his own convictions, whereas he is but 
giving conclusions impressed upon him by insidious advis- 
ers, he must soon lose caste, and be rated either knave or 
fool by those with whom he comes in contact.

Gambling Speculation ? 
An action was decided, ae ramet 1857, in the United 
States Circuict Court, on a written contract, made in April 
1857, whereby defendant agreed to deliver to plaintiff fif- 
teen thousand bushels of corn during the last half of June, 
at a stipulated price to be paid on delivery, which defend- 
ant failed to perform; and plaintiff claimed damages for 
the failure, corn having advanced largely in the meantime. 
Defendant filed seve leas, setting forth-that at the time 
of making the contract he had not the corn, which fact was 
known to the * wry pel that, therefore, it was a wager con- 
tract, and void at law.

THE PROFITS OF JOINT STOC ANKS 
IN, LONDON 


It appears from the reports of the three joint stock banks 
recently made, that their ene exceed all former state- 
ments. The London and Westminster, which has been, 
from its commencement, under the management of JAMES

on the history and principles of banking) divided 18 per 
cent, with a surplus of £10211 ; the Union Bank divided 25 

r cent, with a surplus 0 £16 226; and the London Joint 

tock divided 2214 per cent, with a surplus of £9,246. The 
capital of the first named is £1,000,000 sterling, and of the 
other two of £600,000 each. With this small amount of 
capital, little more than £2,000,000 sterling altogether, the 
three banks hold deposits amounting in the aggregate to 
the enormous sum of £35,473,000, viz:

These figures show an increase of more than six millions 
sterling upon the corresponding period of last year. The 
rivate deposits of the Bank of England are much less than 
e lowest of the above, which is most likely attributable 
to the high rate of interest allowed by these establishments.
